According to MPEP §713.04, Applicants hereby provide a record of the 
substance of the interview. On March 15, 2007, Applicants 1 Attorney, Mark 
Polyakov, initiated the interview to discuss pending claims and rejections. 

First, Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for taking the time to 
discuss the case. Applicants believe that the discussion was helpful and clarified 
some of the issues. 

Applicants' Attorney attempted to convince the Examiner that the 
specification as filed contains enough support to overcome both §101 and §112 
rejections. Specifically, it was pointed out that the CAPN1 1 sequence is 
expressed most strongly in testis and is involved in germ cell apoptosis or 
regulation of testis-specific transcription factors. However, the Examiner 
indicated that she is unlikely to be convinced by arguments alone and would like 
to see test data demonstrating the enzymatic activity. 

No agreement was reached as a result of the interview. 
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
